When Bill was told that he had 
cardiospasm he b ecam e unduly wor­ 
ried. (.-¿inte logically he thought that 
this m eant a spasm of his heart, 
when as a m atter of fact it m eant 
a spasm of the cardiac end of his 
esophagus. 


Normally

is a valve-like muscle that allows 
free 
passage 
of 
food

stomach b ut under ordinary circum­ 
stances prevents the stomach con­ 
tents from going b ack into the esoph- 
! agus. 


In some persons this muscle is 
not 
under 
proper control 
b y 
the 
! sym pathetic 
(automatic) 
nervous 
I system and when it should relax 
S to 
allow 
food 
to pass, 
it 
closes 
tightly. This creates a 
b ottleneck 
and the esophagus fills up with food 
which enters the stomach very slow­ 
ly. Nervous tension is not the pri­ 
m ary cause b ut it can aggravate 
the condition. 


As 
time 
goes 
on 
the 
victim’s 
esophagus b ecomes greatly dilated. 
As Bill ex plained it, his food just 
sat there in his esophagus and often 
cam e up into his mouth when he 
would lie down. Needless to say he 
was losing weight. 


This is a fairly common condition 
and, although 
most \ictim s can 
be treated successfully , some are 
hard to relieve. In spite of the 
fact that there is oflen an emo­ 
tional factor underly ing this dis­ 
ease, tranquilizers do little if any 
good. On the other hand, warm 
semi-solid 
foods 
pass 
into 
the 
stomach more readily than poorly 
chewed foods or cold liquids. 


When the diagnosis of cardiospasm 
1 is made treatments that stretch the 
tightened muscles should b e started 
at once to prevent further dilation 
of the esophagus ab ove the spasm 
and to prevent inflammation of the 
[esophagus lining. 
The stretching can b e done gently 
b y passing a series of prob e-like 
instruments through the ob struction, 
each one larger than the preceding 
lone. Or it may b e done suddenly 
and forcefully b y 
passing an ex ­ 
pandab le dilator into the ob structed 
j area. 
Surprisingly 
enough, 
the 
results 
ob tained with the forceful method 
; are b etter and more lasting than 
those following the gentle method. 
The 
treatm ent 
sometimes

b e repeated b ut often the relief is 
! permanent. 
When 
all else 
fails,
